Claims 1-38 are pending in the instant application.

Due to the numerous variables in the claims, e.g. M, L, T1 , A, etc... and 
their widely divergent meanings, a precise listing of inventive groups cannot be 
made. The following groups are exemplary: 

Group I, claim(s) 1-24 (in part), 27-31, 33 (in part), and 36-38 drawn to the 
compound, process for making, and use of the compound of Formula IVa. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-7, 9-24, and 33, (all in part), drawn to the compound, 
process for making, and use of the compound of Formula IVb. 

Group III, claim(s) 1-7, 9-24, and 33, (all in part), drawn to the compound, 
process for making, and use of the compound of Formula IVc. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1-7, 9-22, 25-26, and 33, (all in part), drawn to the 
compound, process for making, and use of the compound of Formula IVd. 

Group V, claim(s) 32 and 24-25 (in part), drawn to the compound of 
Formula Ilia and its use. 

Group VI, claim(s) 32 and 24-25 (in part), drawn to the compound of 
Formula 1Mb and its use. 

Group VII, claim(s) 32 and 24-25 (in part), drawn to the compound of 
Formula I lie and its use. 
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Group VIII, claim(s) 32 and 24-25 (in part), drawn to the compound of 
Formula Mid and its use. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, Applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted.
